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Members to Elect Director at Annual Meeting 


The term of one member of the Board of Directors, Don Kruger, ends in August. The Nominating Com- 
mittee, chaired by Ken Weber and including Doug Barker and Mary Remensnyder, nominated two 
candidates for the one open position on the board: Don Kruger and Bob McWhirter 


Members will elect one candidate at the Annual Meeting. 


Don Kruger’s experience includes membership on the Board of Directors since 2002. He is the current 
board president and a past chairperson of the Roads and Grounds Committee and the Gatehouse Com- 
mittee. Don’s education includes a B.S. in Business Administration from Portland State University. 
When asked for a personal statement of how he hopes to contribute to Surf Pines by serving on the 
board, Don answered that he will use his management skills and practical experience to provide a com- 
mon sense approach to the administration and management of the Surf Pines Association. 


Bob McWhirter’s experience includes current membership on the Roads and Grounds Committee. He is 
a past member of the Water Board. With an education that includes a B.S. in Civil Engineering from 
Utah State University, Bob is licensed as a professional engineer in Oregon and Washington. When

Members to Consider Budget at Annual Meeting | — 


The Budget Committee, chaired by Tom Wilcox, Treasurer, and including Norma Keever, Don 
Kruger, Kaye Lockett, Jean Parker, Dave Schiele, and Ken Weber, recommended to the Board of Di- 
rectors a budget for fiscal year 9005-2006. The board, in turn, will recommend the budget to the mem- 
bership at the Annual Meeting. Members will consider adoption of the budget. 


The budget includes total income of $148,675, total operating expenses of $102,400, and total reserves 
of $48,500. A revised format this year, suggested by Ken Weber, clearly shows members the operat- 
ing expenses in each of the various areas of the budget, including administration ($32,500), security 


($51,300), roads and grounds ($15,000), and community relations ($3,600). 


Burr Allegaert, a member of the Board of Directors and Chairperson of the Roads and Grounds Com- 
mittee, resigned from the board, effective April 30, 2005. Burr resigned because, as he wrote of himself 
in his letter of resignation: “I have been active ‘neither the Water Association or the Surf Pines As- 
sociation for about 9 of the 10 years we have lived here. It’s time for a rest at my advanced age!” 





Allegaert Resigns and Beck Is Elected 


According to Article 7.2 of the Bylaws of the Surf Pines Association, a vacancy on the Board of Direc- 
tors that results from a resignation is filled by an election of the remaining members of the board. The 
board unanimously elected Alan Beck, an active member of the Roads and Grounds Committee, to fill 
the vacancy. Al’s term began on April 30, 9005, when Burr’s resignation was effective, and ends in 
August 2007, when Burr’s term was scheduled to end. When Al joined the board as a director, Don 
Kruger, President, promptly appointed him Chairperson of the Roads and Grounds Committee.

New Handbook to Be Published

handbook will replace the old blue Owners’ Infor- 


mation Guide, circa 2001. 
Five-Digit Addresses Preferred 


Remember that Bill Barrons, Administrator, sug- 
gests replacing the old 4-digit addresses (such as 
2nnn) on homes and mailboxes with the new 5- 
digit addresses (such as 8nnnn). The old addresses 
can confuse visitors, drivers of delivery vehicles, 
and drivers of emergency vehicles. 
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In Deep Dog Doo-doo 


Members (including dog owners) ask that dog own- 
ers bag their dogs’ doo-doo instead of littering the 
park, the paths to the beach, and the roadsides 
with it. Bagging it, they suggest, is the neighborly 
thing to do with dog doo-doo. And more and more 
neighborly dog owners, members note, have a leash 
in one hand and a plastic bag in the other hand. 


Use of Park Encouraged 


The Park Subcommittee recommended and the 
Board of Directors approved this policy for use of 
the park: 


3 Groups may use the park for picnics, weddings, 
receptions, and other gatherings, provided that at 

least one member of the group is also a member of 

the Surf Pines Association. 


e The member of the association is responsible for 
scheduling the use of the park with Bill Barrons, 
Administrator, with the scheduling available on a 
first-come, first-served basis. 


e The member of the association is responsible for 
cleanup of the park after the gathering. 


e The park may not be used for religious, politi- 
cal, or other types of rallies. 


© The park is not available for exclusive use.

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Tuesday, June 14, 2005: Surf Pines’ Lucky Day

The earthquake occurred on Tuesday, June 14, 2005, at 7:50 p.m. It occurred at sea, 98 miles west by 
southwest of Crescent City, California, a small coastal town near the Oregon state line, where, in 1964, 
eleven people died in a tsunami. 


At a magnitude of 7.2, this powerful earthquake might have generated a powerful tsunami. But Surf 
Pines was lucky. The ocean floor experienced horizontal movement during the quake instead of the verit- 
cal movement that generates a tsunami. 


Tuesday, the day of the earthquake, is a day off for Lynn Meyrick, Surf Pies’ Security Manager. But 
Surf Pines was lucky again. On this Tuesday, Lynn and his wife Pam were at home in the gatehouse. 


Soon after the earthquake, the NOAA* weather radio in the 22 babe te sounded the alarm and broadcast 
a tsunami watch and warning for the coast. = ) 


Security went into action. With Lynn working the telephone and Pam working the cell phone, they 
called the members of the Board of Directors and other residents, calling not only with the news of the 
watch and warning, but also with the request that these residents call other residents in an informal tele- 
phone tree. 


Then, while Pam continued to call residents, focusing on residents on the low road, Ocean Drive, Lynn 
drove the length of low road, personally notifying as many residents as he found home. Later, from in 
front of the gatehouse, Pam tried to flag down other residents as they drove into Surf Pines to notity 
them of the watch and warning and advise them not to drive to Ocean Drive.

Reflecting on their experience almost a week later, Lynn and Pam offered these recommendations to 
prepare for the day when Surf Pines isn’t as lucky as it was on Tuesday, June 14, 2003: 


« Encourage all residents to have in their homes a NOAA weather radio, preferably a standard 
model that the association provides to members who want to purchase it and supports for members. 


e Prepare a formal telephone tree. 
¢ Continue to educate residents about the procedure for responding to a tsunami. 


Luckily, the Security Committee is already at work on all of these recommendations. 


* NOAA (pronounced like Noah) is the acronym for the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration. A NOAA 
weather radio broadcasts National Weather Service watches and warnings 24 hours per day. 


To Respond to a Tsunami Warning in Surf Pines, Take these Steps Be 


1, When you receive advance notice that a tsunami will strike the coast, get away from the beach 


and move to higher ground. 

Ox when you feel an earthquake that shakes the ground for 20 seconds, get away from the beach, 
without waiting for any other notice, and immediately move to higher ground. 

Or if you are walking on the beach and the water recedes rapidly, run to higher ground. 

In Surf Pines, the higher ground is along Manion Drive. 


2. After you reach the higher ground, stay there until you receive notice that the tsunami Is over.
